L.A. CAO Miguel Santana 
Meets With CCA's Executive 
Committee 

Los Angeles City Administrative Officer (CAO) 

Miguel Santana addressed CCA members at the 
November Executive Committee regarding his role 
and current major policy issues facing the City. 

Santana has served as CAO for the past six years, 
having direct oversight over the City’s $8.1 billion 
budget. When he first took office, the City was in the 
middle of a severe fiscal crisis and many feared Los 
Angeles would be the first big city to file for 
bankruptcy. He worked with the Mayor and Council 
to avert the crisis and immediately sought to get the 
City in strong long-term fiscal standing. 

On the top of his priority list is homelessness. 
Santana acknowledged that although Downtown is 
going through a renaissance, homelessness in 
the area and the region is getting worse. He 
believes that the Mayor, City Council and County 
Board of Supervisors are now committed to working 
to solve the issue, and through shared responsibility, 
major improvements will be made. Santana stated 
that by early February the City Council will be 
presented with a plan to address homelessness, but 
he recognized that it will not be cheap and the City 
will have to find new sources of revenue to pay for 
programs.

Homelessness Policy 
Committee 

This morning, Homelessness Policy Committee 
members heard from the Los Angeles County 
Department of Health Services (DHS) about the 
County + City + Community (C3) program to end 
homelessness in Skid Row through coordinated 
efforts between government and community 
partners. 

C3’s goal is to house 2,000 homeless individuals 
who sleep on the streets of Skid Row every night 
through street-based engagement efforts over the 
course of the next four years. The responsibility for 
providing daily ongoing engagement will go to four 
teams comprised of at least six staff members. Each 
team will be responsible for one of four Skid Row 
quadrants. The teams will provide consistent 
interaction with homeless individuals to connect 
them to same-day interim housing, mental health 
services, substance abuse services, and to secure 
permanent housing. C3 will also utilize resources 
from DHS’s Housing for Health program which 
includes 200 interim housing beds, 24 intensive 
case management services partners and 10,000 
new units of permanent housing over five years.
